I have a very nice 75A3 that I periodically go over to make sure everything 
is up to snuff. While doing a little PM I noticed that the main tuning knob 
has started to slip. I pulled out my collection of tightening tools and 
proceded to discover I apparently don't have the right one. 


The small knobs on the front panel have splined set screws. I can't see down 
into the small diameter holes in the main tuning knob but presume it does 
too. However, the spline wrench that fits the front panel knob doesn't 
purchase on the main knob screws. I only have three sizes of splined wrenchs 
and presume I didn't luck out and have the right one. 


Before I spring for a set of wrenches, can anyone confirm that the set screws 
for the main knob are, in fact, splined.

I found 
I could search our local DRMO for both general and specific items. Seemed 
to take a long time though to get the listings back. I could PING the 131 
site in 300 ms one way but it took 10 minutes on the average to get the 
listings. Suspect the Defense Logistics Agency is using some of their 
surplus for a work station. 


I tried later in the evening thinking their site was being bombarded by 
requests, but no response at all. Either the web server crashed or they 
shut it down at night. 


World-wide searches revealed some interesting (expensive acquisition cost) 
receivers and transmitters out there, but without having a National Stock 
Number cross reference to model number and manufacturor, it's any one's 
guess as to what the item xreallyx is.

I had a long talk with Barry Wiseman this afternoon on a variety of 
topics, including the possibility of doing some articles for the 
magazine. I commented to him, in passing, that much of what I could 
provide would involve modifications and changes to old equipment, and 
that I was not a "purist" by any means. 


I mentioned my RME-45 rebuild, which interested him. But the 
suggestion he really liked best was an article on receiver alignment, 
and another on using grid dips, wavemeters, etc. effectively. 


I have my own opinions on all of this, much of which have already 
appeared in things that I've sent to this group. I have considered 
sketching designs for a 455 Khz. sweep oscillator and for crystal 
oscillators suitable for use in alignment. I rely on crystals much 
more than on VFO oscillators. What does anyone think about that? I 
don't plan to actually build and test either, but can give some 
parameters that should make nice projects. These are pretty much 
off-the-shelf stock circuits similar to what I have in things that I 
have working, here. 


Needless to say, I could fill twenty pages, and want to cover the topic 
in about four, so I will be homing in on the tricks much more than 
basic procedures. If there are any good alignment war stories around, 
I'd like to hear them, so that I can come up with a worthwhile article 


that people really feel is useful.

Maybe it was because we 
got involved in the process of receiving? Does that explain why we 
collect boatanchors? 


I had been an SWL for several months when I built my first 
crystal set...of course it was using a diode. I got the plans from 
an issue of Popular Science, around '76. I still have the issue 
somewhere. I wound the enameled wire on a Diamond Crystal salt 
tube. That little radio, attached to my shortwave random-wire and 
my crystal headphones, shocked me when it actually worked. And not 
only did it work, it worked very well! It was one of the most selective 
and sensitive crystal sets I've ever built. I even put an output 
transformer on it and had a 12" speaker playing the local AM station. 


Two nights ago, I called a guy who had an ad in Electric Radio 
for a Drake 2-CQ speaker/q-multiplier for sale. Even though it had been 
sold three days previously*x we talked for over an hour. Most of it had 
to do with interests and "holy grails" in our search for various items 
we think we will never see. Some of it was "the fish that got away." 
But one thing he did say that echoed my feelings was that he used 
to stare at the dials and S-meter of his receiver, as a boy, and be 
fascinated with the way shortwave radio "worked." The interesting thing 
is that the radio was a National NC-98, the same radio I started out 
with. We both fell in love with the large dials and the beautiful 
red and yellow National S-meter. (I found another one to replace my 
long-gone original NC-98 a couple of years ago.) 


I guess the bottom line is that fascination with radio is an 
inborn thing. It's not an acquired taste -- just like fusion jazz and 
brussels sprouts and skydiving are not acquired tastes. :-) You 
either goggle at the wonder of s-meters and signals sucked out of the 
ether from far away, or you don't.

What happens is, some 
excitement builds about a particular object, whether deliberately hyped 
or not. This excitement raises desire to own in people who don't know 
where to find the object - demand is high, supply is low. Those of us 
who do know where to find the object don't understand the problem. Now 
when some dealer recognizes the situation, the price of the object rises 
to what the traffic will bear. You offer at a (seemingly ridiculous) 
price, and if someone takes it, next time you raise the price. There's 
been an SX-62A for sale for $400 in ARC, now reduced. It may have sold 
for about $250. That's still way above what I paid for mine. 


Making a fortune has always been a matter of buying low and selling high, 
and there's no end to the number of people trying to make a fortune.

Your message just shook loose a bit of rather grisly trivia from my junk- 
pile memory. Don't ask me why, it just did. I don't even remember where I got

Be advised that the electric chair at Cook County Jail (Chicago, IL) is con- 
nected across one phase of a 2200 VAC 3 phase wye connected transformer. 


Because of the poor regulation of the jail's system and the current imbal- 
ance between phases when an execution occurs, the lights there reportedly DO 


dim when the switch is thrown, just like in the movies. 


At one time, the chair was connected in series with the normal lighting 
load on one phase, rather than in parallel like it is now.

Re. "Pole Pigs"; 


When I used the term I never considered that there were (A) non-American 
hams, and (B) younger/newer hams on this system who might not be familiar with 
the term. 


A pole pig is a power company distribution transformer, usually in a tank of 
oil, that is often seen mounted on top of a utility pole. In the decade or so 
after WW2, these transformers were popular among high power operators. They 
were used as plate transformers by running them backwards; the most popular 
ones were those that the power companies used to step 2200 VAC feeders down 
to 110 VAC, and the ones that stepped 4400 volt feeders down to split 220 VAC. 
Current capability from these beasts varied from roughly 3 to 10 amps on the 
high voltage side, so even in plate modulated KW rigs they REALLY ran cool! 


The high voltage side of these beasts had no center tap (that wasn't needed 
in power company applications) so the standard method of rectification was a 
full wave bridge rectifier, usually running something like 872A, 8008, or (if 
you were truly well heeled) 575A mercury tubes. 


Occasionally you'd see a big rig with TWO pole pigs in it, but not to worry; 
the second one was having it's high voltage winding used as a filter choke! 


Immediately after the war these transformers could be picked up from scrap 
yards for a couple of bucks; they were made obsolete by the postwar upgrading 
of commercial power distribution systems. Nowadays, a 4400 volt feeder is a 
rare bird, and 2200 volt feeds are probably extinct. The present feeder voltage 


standards start at about 12,000 VAC for urban distribution and head up from 
there, so I don't think we're gonna see too many pole pig powered rigs today. 


The term has become a loosely applied description for ANY large, clumsy, oil 
filled high voltage transformer that can supply humongous amounts of B+. These 
days it doesn't seem to matter if the transformer was ever intended for pole 
mounting or not. 


BTW, these things are SO clumsy and hard to handle that I've seen two dif- 
ferent installations where the pole pig was set up in the basement of a home, 
with it's high voltage leads run to first or second floor ham shacks by high 
voltage cable (inside of conduit) up thru floors and ceilings! It just 
wasn't worth the effort to wrestle the damned things to the upper floors, not 
to mention the fact that the weight loading on floors could be even worse than 
a waterbed!

IPaLCo. The two utilities sell power to each other at 14.7kV I xthink;x 
anyway, they only run the same voltage in one of the higher distribution 
ranges, and that only ‘cos IPaLCo finally decided it was too much trouble 
providing transformers where they swapped and tweaked things to match up! 


An EE aquaintance who works in IPaLCo's Engineering department tells 
me they're pretty much stuck with the 2200 stuff downtown--it's to 
expensive to redo it all for the higher voltage! Makes for an 
interesting system for the tech crew, they say.... 


We've actually got three levels running up our alley--14.7kV to/from a 
substation, 3800 to the pig and 220 to the neighbors on the other side of 
60th. A bit QRN-y, and one of the reasons I don't have too much of an 
antenna up.
